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MINUTES OF THE NOTTINGHAM TOWN MEETING 
March 14, 1981 


The Annual Nottingham Town Meeting was held at the Nottingham 
School, March 14, 1981 and called to order by Moderator, John A. 
Perkins at 2:00 P.M.

A Planning Board permit is required. A public hearing at 
the applicant's expense is required for all commercial soil 
stripping for the initial permit. This procedure applies to all 
working pits as well as to all new pits.

A Planning Board permit is required. A public hearing at 
the applicant's expense, (excavation permit fee is $50.00) is 
required for all commercial soil stripping for the initial per- 
mit. This procedure applies to all working pits.

The excavation shall be graded and landscaped upon comple- 
tion so no adverse effect on the neighborhood or danger to the 
public safety or welfare will result. A guarantee bond may be 


required.

The excavation shall be graded, landscaped and revegetated 
upon completion so no adverse effect on the neighborhood or 
danger to the public safety ore welfare will result. A guarantee 
bond may be required.

Article 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Nottingham Zoning Ord- 
inance as follows: 

Amend Article III, Section H. Sanitary Protection, Paragraph 
1, which now states: ; 

No privy, cesspool, septic tank or sewage disposal area 
shall be constructed or maintained less than 75 feet from the 
edge of a public water body, from a well, or from a dwelling 
other than that to which it is appurtenent, or less than 50 feet 
from all boundaries and roads. The septic system test hole or 
holes shall be dug so as to meet the proceeding requirements. 


TO BE CHANGED TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


No privy, cesspool, septic tank or sewage disposal area 
shall be constructed or maintained less than 75 feet from the 
edge of any well. The septic system test hole or holes shall be 
dug and disposal systems installed in locations that will fulfill 
the requirements of Article III, Section H.

Article 5: Areyou in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Nottingham Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: 

Amend Article XI, Enforcement, by adding Section C., to read 
as follows: 


Upon any well-founded information that this Ordinance is 
being violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own initiative, 
take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of the Ordinance 
by seeking an injunction in the Superior Court or by any other 
appropriate legal action. Whoever violates any of the provi- 
sions of the above regulations shall be punished upon conviction, 
by fine not exceeding fifty ($50.00) dollars for each day of 
each violation.

Article 6: To see if the Town will rescind the provisions of 
RSA 72:20 for a property tax exemption on real property equipped 
with a wood heating energy system, which exemption shall be in 
the amount of $50.00.

Article 7: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint the Police Chief for a term of one year.

Article 8: To see if the Town shall adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:43-B and 43-C, for expanded exemptions on real estate which 
provide for a resident sixty-five years of age up to seventy-five 
a five thousand dollar exemption; a resident seventy-five years 
of age up to eighty, a ten thousand dollar exemption; a resident 
eighty years of age or older, a twenty thousand dollar exemption, 
provided that the resident owns the real estate individually or 
jointly with another or with his spouse with whom he has been 
living for at least five years as man and wife; said resident had 
a net income of less than seven thousand dollars or combined in- 
come with spouse of less than nine thousand dollars; and owns 
assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, less bona fide encum- 
brances, not in excess of fifty thousand dollars.

The Library is open 24 hours a week in the winter and 22 
hours a week in the summer. The children from the Nottingham 
Elementary School use the Library four days a week during the 
school year. This year the School has used the Library one=add- 
itional day so that Library Science instruction can be provided 
to the 4th, 5th, and 6th Grade students. This program is funded 
by a Local Educational Improvement Grant, Title IV C that the 
School received. The Library Science instruction is given in the 
Meeting Room in the Library basement. The Meeting Room is also 
used by community groups including the Board of Adjustment, the 
Boy Scouts, Recreation Commission and the Fire Department Aux- 
iliary. This room is available to other groups. For more 
information contact the Librarian or the Library Trustees. 

The Recreation Commission has run a pre-school story hour 
two mornings a month in the Meeting Room. This program includes 
stories, games, and films borrowed from the N.H. State Library. 
For more information, contact Jan Rines at 942-8855. 

In’1981 the Library circulated. 17,207 items, 12) taoeca 
school children during their weekly library time, and 5,072 to 
the general public. The Library added 389 new books to the coll- 
ection for a total of 5587 books. In addition to books,,.the 
Library also has magazines and puzzles which are available for 
loan. To supplement the permanent collection, the Library bor- 
rowed 2071 books from the District Office of the N.H. State 
Library and through Inter-Library Loan. 

Margaret Auger has been hired as an assistant to the li- 
brarian. Margie works at the Library Monday nights, some Satur- 
days, and other times when the Librarian is not available. 

The Librarian would like to thank all those people who have 
donated time, books and magazines to the Library, especially 
Ariel Parent,Margaret Auger, and Marjorie Carlson who have helped 
staff the Library during school hours. In addition a special 
thanks to Elinor Fernald who, again, kept the mystery collection

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REPORT OF THE 


FIRE CHIEF 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department answered sixty-six 
calls; six structural, ten chimney fires, nine grass and woods, 
this includes burning without permits, five auto accidents, one 
car fire, one false alarm, three smoke investigations, four pub- 
lic assist calls, nine inspections which include wood stoves, 
public buildings, oil burners, foster homes, day cares, kinder- 
gartens,three fire alarm activations at the school, one was a 
faulty smoke detector, three lost persons, one to assist Raymond 
Ambulance for a person who had fallen on the ice, one to assist 
the Northwood Ambulance for a person cut with a chain saw. 

Of the three lost persons two were found safe and the other 
is sttil under investigation by the New Hampshire State Police. 
Six year old Christopher Vincent of Blakes Hill Road, Northwood 
was found safe after spending the night in the woods, a very 
cold and rainy night. The other was a thirteen year old girl who 
returned home on her own after a ten hour search of the area. 

Mr. Alfred Pontbriand of Route 4 has not been located. The search 
went on for five days before New Hampshire Fish and Game turned 
the investigation over to the New Hampshire State Police. 

Mutual aid calls went out to the following towns’ to help at 
the fire scenes of for station coverage: Northwood Nolunteer 
Fire Department, Lee Volunteer Fire Department, Epping Volunteer 
Fire Department, Raymond Volunteer Fire Department, and Rpsom 
Volunteer Fire Department with the cascade truck. 

The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department responded to the 
following towns to help at their fire scenes or to cover their 
stations: Northwood, Raymond and Lee.

REPORT OF THE 


RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL 


As the federal government studies the cost of health care 
there is increased interest in home care and preventive medicine 
as methods of reducing costs and improving health services. The 
Rural District Health Council continues to qualify as a certified 
home health agency, implementing procedures to continue to 
provide quality care. 

The priority service is the care of the sick program which 
provides nursing care, home health aide, physical, occupation, 
and speech therapy services. This program has provided 4,677 
visits to its' member towns from January, 1981 to October 31, 
1981. 

The agency's staff also conducts elderly health screenings 
on Wednesday afternoon. Adults from the member towns are welcome 
to attend any of these screenings. The first Wednesday it is 
held in Farmington at the Town Hall, second Wednesday in North- 
wood at the Town Hall, the third in Barrington at the Catholic 
Community Center, the fourth Wednesday in Milton at the Milton 
Health Center. They all start at 1:00 P.M. and continue until 
all patients are seen. The screening includes blood pressure 
checks, diabetes-anemia screenings, nutrition counseling for 
special diets and weight control. This program has provided 
services to 627 patients, with 57 new patients enrolled and 23 
referrals made. 

The child health program is an active program with 738 
children enrolled. From January 1981 to October 1981, 58 clinics 
have been conducted with 1,046 children receiving physicals. 
This program is offered to all children from any of the member 
towns and includes - physical examinations, immunizations, and 
counseling for families with children 0-6 years. 

A Dental program is also held for children ages 3-6 years 
which includes cleaning and flouride treatments twice a year 
with referrals to local dentists for follow-up care when needed. 
It is funded by the Division of Public Health, Bureau of Pre- 
School Dental Services. The program provided service to 391 
children. 

Home visits to mothers of newborns are provided, when 
requested by patient from the hospital. This can be very help- 
ful to the family in the vrocess of adjusting to the newborn. 
Follow-up visits are also made to assure continuity of care. 
This program is funded in part by the U.S. Dept. of Health and 
Human Services, Bureau of Maternal & Child Health Grant and the 
Rural District Health Council. The agency coordinates services 
with the Supplemental Food and Nutrition Education Program for 
Women, Infants and Children -(WIC) in conjunction with the 
Strafford County Pre-Natal Family Planning Program, Inc. Foods 
supplied are formula, dairy products, fruit juices and cereals. 

The Rural District Health Council with the cooperation of 
Frisbee Memorial Hospital provides a discharge referral coor- 
dinator who assists the Social Service Dept. at the hospital and 
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the patient's physician to continue care when needed from the 
hospital to the patient's home. The hospital funds this program 
in part with the Council. 281 referrals have been made. 

The Council employs dedicated staff who many times devote 
themselves above and beyond the call of duty, reflecting the 
nurse who cares for people. Staff nurses include: Mary Timmons, 
R.N., Supervisor, Arlene Thorne, R.N., MCH Coordinator, Paula 
Davis, R.N., Elderly Screening Coordinator and MCH staff, Jean 
Germer, R.N., Discharge Coordinator. Staff nurses in care of 
the sick program are - Betty Coons, R.N., Myrtle Walsh, R.N., 
Alice Ziegra, R.N., Dotty Demmons, R.N., Sally Sublette, R.N. and 
Joan Menez, LPN. Renee Wormell and Jean Simonton are fulfilling 
the duties as Home Health Aides, while Junellen Chase handles the 
office duties as Administrative Assistant. 

The Agency receives funds from grants, United Way, town 
appropriation, Medicare, Medicaid, and private insurance. A 
bequest to the Council may be made either for unrestricted use in 
furthering the general purpose of the Rural District Health Coun- 
cil or for such special or restricted purposes as the donor may 
desire. Memorial gifts become a lasting honor to the memory of 
someone special such as a relative or friend. An acknowledgement 
is sent to the family without disclosing the amount of the gift. 
All gifts to the agency are deductible for estate and income tax 
purposes 

The Board of Directors has voted to hold the per capita at 
$3.00 for the fiscal year 1982. The agency has seen an increase 
in revenue and will apply that to the town appropriation. With 
this added revenue the Finance Committee feels the Council can 
continue to provide the many needed services to its' member 
towns. 

With the increasing aged population our special mission is to 
provide programs responsive to the community - and to coordinate 
visiting nurses with other health and social service agencies. 

During the past year the Council has made for your town 
126 nursing visits, 7 home health aide visits, and 52 therapy 
visits; there have been 20 child health home visits and 70 
children have attended the child health program.

1981 Activities 


Regional Planning 


The Commission works with its member towns to solve common 
economic, land use, and natural resource problems through mutual 
cooperation. The regional programs undertaken by the Commission 
are meant to provide information and guidelines for decision- 
making on both the local and state levels. In this past year, 
such projects have included, among others: 


1. Publication of A Groundwater Guide for the Strafford 
Region, describing groundwater resources in the Straf- 
ford region, evaluating potential pollution sources, 
and describing some groundwater protection techniques; 


2. Distribution of a draft Land Use Control Inventory for 
the Strafford Region, a guide to how and where land 
uses are regulated in the Strafford Region; 


3. Distribution of information to Strafford Region commun- 
ities on recent state legislation and court cases 
affecting land use and planning board decisions. 


4. A panel discussion on the recent mobile home legis- 
lation; 


5. Staff support for low-head hydropower redevelopment 
within the region, as exemplified by the recently 
incorporated Salmon Falls Hydropower Association, now 
the Granite State Hydropower Association; 


6. Formal review of the New Hampshire Aeronautics Commis- 
sion request for federal funds to expand Skyhaven 
Airport in Rochester, and assessment of its regional 
impacts. 


Local Technical Assistance 


SRPC staff provide technical planning assistance to member 
communities in a variety of ways, including attendance at 
planning board meetings, researching specific inquiries, review- 
ing and writing master plans, zoning ordinance amendments, and 
subdivision regulations and mapping natural resources and land 
use changes.

The Annual Nottingham School District Meeting was called to 
order at 8:05. P.M. by Moderator John Perkins, with a reading of 
the Warrant Articles.

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In addition the District is supporting the following pupils that 
are handicapped and require special programs not available in 
Nottingham: 5 at Great Bay, 1 at Sweetser School, 1 at Bancroft 
North, 1 at SLC's ASE Program, 3 at Dover High School and 6 at 
SLC’ su TIP. 

As has been the case in many school districts throughout 
New Hampshire and the Nation, the past year has been one of "belt 
tightening" and budgetary restraint. The Nottingham School Board 
and the administration have devoted may long hours attempting to 
"hold the line" concerning budgetary expenditures. This office 
has attempted to support the School Board's position in this 
regard by continually reviewing the spiraling cost of special 
education out-of-district pupil placements with the goal of 
developing cooperative programming between the school districts 
in School Administrative Unit #44. The purpose of such intra- 
Unit program cooperation is to achieve equivalent programming for 
children with special needs at reduced cost to the taxpayers. 

The planning process at the Unit level described above will 
experience initial success in September, 1982 when the first 
intra-Unit special needs program will begin in Farmington. 

Curriculum development and the refinement of educational 
programs have continued to occupy a large percentage of the time 
and effort of faculty and administration as they strive to meet 
the everchanging individual needs of the student population. Mr. 
Batchelder has continued to work diligently with the teaching 
staff toward the full implementation of the School Administrative 
Unit # 44 accountability plan. The purpose of this plan is to 
provide a core curriculum for the school system, a process of 
reviewing teaching techniques and testing procedures with which 
to evaluate the program on a periodic basis to insure that 
children are experiencing an education commensurate with their 
individual abilities. This office will continue to cooperate 
very closely with Mr. Batchelder and the teaching staff to insure 
that program evaluation and curriculum accountability continue 
to receive the highest vossible priority. 

The School Administrative Unit is extremely fortunate this 
past year to receive the benefit of a $15,000. ESEA Title IV 
Part C competitive Federal Grant which has enabled us to initi- 
ate a computer science program at the Elementary School. While 
these pvroqrams are in an embryonic state, I am in total agreement 
with several national experts who have taken the position that 
public education must renew its commitment to math and science 
education with particular reference being placed on computer 
training. We have already begun to experience as a society, a 
virtual computer explosion in almost all facets of our lives. If 
we are to maintain a strong national presence as an economic and 
political world leader, it must begin in the classroom. 

The 1980-1981 school year was a uear of growth in the 
Nottingham School System primarily in the refinement of the organ- 
izational structure of the School. During the current 1981-1982 
school year, Mr. Batchelder and the faculty have been stressing 
instructional program excellence. I feel that a great deal of 
progress has been made concerning the refinement of educational 
programs as outlined above. In addition to focusing on the very 
important aspect of program refinement, Mr. Batchelder has 
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provided leadership in develoving ever-improving pvarent/school 
communications, administrative/staff communications and a comvre- 
hensive staff and program supervision. In my judgement, the 
smooth working relationship and high degree of cooperation which 
presently exists between Mr. Batchelder and the staff is an 
indication of good teacher moral and the excellent interpersonal 
relationships which are being developed for the good of all 
Nottingham children. 

As one review the past year there is one issue which contin- 
ues to intrude into the affairs of local school districts and 
which at some point in time will require a solution. I speak of 
the continuing practice by our Federal and State governments of 
continuing to mandate the development of programs while leaving 
the bulk of the responsibility of financing such programs to the 
local taxpayers. Snecial education is the latest area where 
school districts have received promises of a snecific level of 
funding from the Federal and State Governments only to end up 
with far less financial aid than was initially promised. To 
further underscore the point, Nottingham received absolutely no 
State aid at all under the foundation aid formula which is 
suvposed to be the State's major financial aid to education for 
local communities. As of the writing of this report, the media 
is full of reports that State Government further plans to reduce 
State aid to local school districts through the reduction of 
Sweepstakes funds and monies from the Business Profits Tax. 

Once again, on behalf of the Central Office staff, I wish 
to express our continued anpreciation to the members of the 
School Board, the Principal, teachers and citizens for the 
cooperation exhibited and progress achieved this past year. We 
look forward to a long and productive relationship in which our 
mutual goals will continue to be the best possible education for 
our young veople.

Equipment, supplies, library staff, 

in addition to money available for field 

trips and speakers, is currently benefitting 

students in Grades 4 - 6 as they work to 

improve their Library Science skills. 


A shining example of school and community 
team work was displayed when playground 
equipment was installed this past June. 

After the town's maintenance personnel 
cleared the land, vouluteers pooled their 
skills and resources together for an entire 
day of setting up new playground equipment. 
When the dust settled, an excellent job of 
upgrading the school playground was complete. 


With the help of parents, teachers, and 
administrators, a parent volunteer program 

was Organized over the summer of 1981. The 
program became fully operational by that 
October. Approximately one hundred hours 

of direct service to children in our school 
have been logged as of the writing of this 
report in January, 1982. Teachers, students, 
and volunteers have thus far found the program 
to be most worthwhile. 
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It is my sincere desire that the success of 
the above stated projects and programs will 
nurture further cooperation between the 
school and community. 


It is our philosophy that intellectual, emotional, and physical 
growth be the collective comcerns in educating the whole child. 
In an effort to better address the physical needs of our 
children, we were indeed fortunate to be provided a student 
teacher from the University of New Hampshire for a period of six 
weeks. Parents, teachers, students, and administrators were 
unanimous in their desire that physical education be continued as 
a regular part of the school curriculum.

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REPORT OF THE 


SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The completed Nurse's Office made the year 1980-81 rewarding. 
The office location, near the main entrance and its nearness to 
the main office, aided in reporting and discharging students in 
cases of illness. 

The yearly medical evaluations were accomplished with fewer 
problems; namely, the Audio-Visual testing and scoliosis 
examinations. Contact with parents, of an existing condition, 
were made in writing or by phone. 

All grades met the requirements of the Health Studies 
program; Dental Health, Nutrition, safety, posture and personal 
hygiene were stressed. Grades 5-8 were presented a film with a 
speaker from the Seacoast Counselling Service, followed by a 
period of open questions and discussion. The 8th Grade study of 
the Reproductive System was moderated by the Nurse teaching the 
girls and the Science teacher teaching the boys. "Naturally 
a Girl" was shown to the 5th Grade girls, discussion of terms 
and terminology, the Nurse met with this group of girls for 
discussion of personal problems of adjustment to growth and 
development. 

Medical records regarding immunization needs were updated. 
Medical conditions of individual students and their treatment 
were made known to all teachers. School Health policy was 
rechecked according to State requirements. 

The Nurse attended workshops pertaining to school nursing. 
One was presented by the March of Dimes on "Adolescent 
Sexuality", which is becoming a serious program at the Junior 
High level. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent, the School Board , the 
Principal and the Staff for their cooperation.
